WILL GET TO OPEN SALOONS

He Also Reviewed the Decision of the
Philadelphia Judges, but

DOESN'T FULLY AGREE WITH THEM

Seveniy-Five Hearings Was the Record of
the Court Yesterday,

THE PROGRAMME LAID OUT FOR T0-DAY

Before ihe first case was heard in License
Court vesterday morning Judge White took
cccasion to review the decision of the Phil-
adeiphia Judges as it appeared in THE
DispaTcH yesterday morping. On some
points he agreed withthe Judges but on
others he differed. He said be did ot be-
lieve in granting oue man a license contiu-
ually until a remonsirance was filed against
nim, as be is liable 1o become lax in bis ob-
servance of the laws. He thioks that the
decision shounld have been advertised at
least a month, so that the people maght
know bow the court expected to do. He
further ssid that he does not believe in the

policy of decidieg ahead of time how mavy
additional licenses shonld be granted ina
ward and then only beiring two or
three applicants. He thought the appli-
cants should all be heard.

Attorney Jobn Robb said that he did not
believe that over 150 additional licenses
ure pecessary in the city, but Judge White
replied that in his opiuion there are already
too many, However, the Judge drepped a
remark later in the dsy that gives some idea
of the additioual pumber ol licenses lo be
pramted. After psking an attorney for
sdditional evidence us to the special fitness
of bis ellent, Judge White remuarked:

“Only about one in ten of the new appli.
cants will secure licenses.”

Work proceeded wery well vesterday,
though not quite as rapidly =s the day be-
fore. Iuo the morning 31 cases were heard,
snd in the afternoon 44 applicants faced the
Judges, making & total of 75.  Ouly ouce or
iwice did aoything occur to euliven the
proceedings, snd as a general rule the heur-
ings were Yery uninteresting.

To-day 75 cases will probably be heard.
It will vegin with Michael C. Dwyer, But-
ler street, near Sharpsburg bridge, and
will finish the Eighteenth ward and will
rench near the botiom of the list in the
Twenty-first ward.

A very pretty Easter surprise, which
affords a great deal of amusement to
children, is givey by eggs, with faces
puinted on them and odd little head-cover-
ings. The eggs may either have their
coutents blown out and be filled with con-
fectionery, or they can be hard-boiled, The
faces are painted with sepis, the eyes and
bair being either light or dark, as desired,
and the cheeks and lips are colored with
carmioe.

RAILROADS CANNOT DO THE WORK.

The Advantages of Enropesn Water Chan-
nels Plainly Shown,

FIGURES TELL THE WHOLE SECRET

[WRITTEN FOR THE DIEPATCH.}

Of the numerous completed sud projected
ship canals in Europe not one, if we except
the Holstein, was undertaken with the pre-
tense of accommodnting so great an aggre-
gate of tonnsge of freightas is now anuu-
ally transported by rail between the several
Lake Erie portsand the Pittsburg, Shevango
and Mahoning furnace distriet.

Many of them were constructed to bepefit
commerce merely by shortening the dis-
tance, or the sailing ume of vessels, or to
avoid the dangers existing &t some seasons
in navigating around cerain capes or penin-
sulas, of which we have types in this coun-
try in the projected Cape Cod, the Delaware
and Chesapeake and the Florida Ship

Canal.
The Ship Canals of Earope.
A few ship canals have been undertaken
in Europe for the benefit of single cities—

while a number more of these are in progress
or contemplated, Not one of them, however,
possess the advantages claimed for the pro-
jected Lake Erie and Ohio River canal, viz.:
A conneetion of two distinot and previously
separated systems of navigalion, and the
Lake Erie Canal does this, it mag be paren-
thetically added, where two such great sys-
tems approach each other &t the nearest
point, the same point also where the inter-
chatge of traffic between them is many
times greater than anywhere else along our
rivers and luke coast lines.

So overwhelming is the call for a grand
water connection in this region that it forces
the conyiction that where the inducements
only half as great as they are—any of the
European Governments—even those which
own and control the railroads; would con-
struct if, if similar conditions existed in
their own territories.

The Steries of the Canals

In this connection a statement in regard
to some of the larger European canals may
be interesting. The Languedoe Canal
(Canal du Midi) France, extends from
Bordesux on the Bay of Biscay to Cette on
the Mediterranean Ses; length, 140 miles;
summit, 610 feel above the sea; depth, 6 1eet
7 inches; 119 locks; cost, $7,200,000. This
canal passes boatsof about 300 tons capacity,
whereas the Laoke Erie and Obio River
Canal as projected would have a eupneity
for steamers carrying from 1,500 to 2,000 tons
and for barges ot almost nnlimited eapacity.

The lockage on the Languedoc is 461 feet
in excess and the number of its locks al-
most 24 times as great as those proposed for
the Lake Erie and Ohio Canal, yet notwith-
standing the physical drawbacks of excessive
lockage and ocomparatively small size, 1t
does & great business in active competition
with railronds. Its present capacity is
about that of the Erie Canal of New York,
bus it is now proposed to expend §130,000,-
000 upon an enlargement and lowering its
summit by a great cut 163 feet deep, but
even then it would still have 135 feet more
locknge than the Lake Erie and Ohio Cunal,
One of the chief arguments for the pmpo?rl
enlargement is the saving it would afford for
sed-going vessels of the 700 miles extra in
passing around Spuin via Gibraltar,

Famons Scotch Water Course.

The Caledonisn Canal, crossing the High-
lands of Scotland, between Inverness Firth
and Lochiel: Leogth, 60 miles, 358 of
which are throngh a chaln of lakes. Summit
100 feet above sea, 28 locks, 170x40 feet;
available depth, 17 feet; cost, $45,000,000,
On the Lake hric and Ohio Caual, there
will be 50 locks, size 315540 feet; total lock-
age, 709 feet; depth, 15 feet; avallable for
vessels, 14 fest.

North Holland Canal, Zuyder Zee to
Amsterdam, 52 miles; double tide locks at
each end; 287251 and 82x18); [eer each;
depth, 20 feet, but eanal ouly 50 feet wide
on the bottom, just hall the bottom widih of
the Lake Erie and Ohio Canal as proposed.
The Holland canal was finished in 1825 at a
cost of $5,000,000,

Through Sweden to the Sea.

Gota Capal, erossing Sweden North Sea
to Stockbolm: Summit 300 feet above sea—
total lockage 600 feet. Length 300 miles, of
which by far the greater part Is through a
series of small Jakes. In all there are 76
locks—or 26 more locks than on the pro-
posed Lake Erie and Ohio Canal (though
the total 1ift is less on the Gota). Depth of
canal 10 fest—bottom width 46 feet. Five
Yyears 10,000 vessels per snubm were
passed through this canal, as per stutement
of R. E, Peary in his paper on ship canals,
August, 1889, Trans-Ameriean Fociety of
Civil Epgineers. On the Lake Erie and
Ohio Canal the least navigable period, or
season of eoldest or longest winters will be
214 days, so thut 23 vessels each way daily
wounld amount to sbout 10,000 vesseéls for the

SEAS0D.

1t would be quite modest to nssume the
average cargo in such a canal at 1,000 tons—
our ordinary coalboats on the Ohio carry
1,000 tons of eoal—which would malke 10,-
000,000 tons per annum, The ultimate
eapacity of such a cannl, even with single
locks, is not less thao 25,000 tons. But that
such numbers of vessels will pass through
76 locks onthe Swedish canal in order to
save sailing around the couuntry, is con-
vincing evidenoe of the practical utility of
the work.

Tide Locks in Holland.

Amsterdam Canul—Crossing Holland to
the North Sea, tide locks 390x060 feet and
227x40 leet, length 157 miles, bottom width
of canal 8814 feet, depth 23 feet. It was
mostly dredged work, a great portion of
which was removed for 4 cents per eubic
yard, 21,000,000 cubic yards in all excavated.
Total cost of work, §15,000,000, Amsterdam
was driven to this work by the rivalry of
RBotterdam and Antwerp in taking its busi-
pess, and that the canal proved a great sne-
cess we may judge from the statement that
700 vessels large and small were passed
through its Iarﬁe donble locks; many vessels
were possibly locked together on this holi-
day oceasion., The work was commenced in
1868 and completed in 1876, It s crossed
by two railwsys and one road on swing
bridges.

8t Petersburg Canal—Length, 18 miles;
depth 22 fect; 63,000 cubie yards of material
excavated in makiog this grand approach
from,Cronstadt to the eapical, or 20,000,000
cubic yards more than is required in the ex-
cavation of the entire Lake Erie and Ohio
canal between Pittsburg and Connesut nar-
bor, a distance of 126 miles, This Ruesiun
canal was built during the vears 1878 to
1884

Ghent's Short Cat to the Sea,

Gheny Ternenzen Cannl—21 wmiles long;
constructed to save 100 miles distance lost
by the river Scheldt from Ghent to the sea.
It was a very ancient work, but enlargedin
1827 to its present depth of 20 feet, with bot-
tom width of 06 feet,

There are many canals in Enrope besides
those here given. In Fravce alone there are
more than 60 distinet lines of canals, afford-
ing a navigable leagth of 3,000 miles, besides
53 rivers which have been wnde navigable
by means of locks and dame, with an aggre-
gale length of 2,000 miles, upon which the
French Government has spent on construc-
tion account alone during the 70 years pre-
ceding 1887, up to which date Colonel
William E.Merrill, United States Engineer,
concluded the report, the sum of $265 047 -
100. The French canals are nearly all free,
and that the cost of their muintennnce is
small in proportion to that of railways
mav be judged from the fact that during
1587 their cost, exclusive ol salaries o
ufficials, on these 5,000 miles of eanal ana
canalized river was only $2,200,000, or $440
per mile.

The Baltic and the North Sea.

There remains the North Sea and Baltic,
or lf’l;ul:taln Cauval, however, with which
Amerloans are wot generally so familiar.
This project dates bnck 40 vears, but itwas
not until as late as 1887, that the German
Empire entered actively upon its construe-
tion. There were previously existing three
small canals aoross the isthmus, butitis
now being eut down to sea level for 60 miles
at an expense of §39,000,000, in order to save
vessels from London to the Baltic 257 miles,
snd from Western German ports to the
same, 425 miles heretofore lost in passing
around Denmark, which passage is erooked
and dangerous at times for sailing.

Of course also the Government indorses it
for military reasons, as the largest ironelads
will be able to pass throngh it from one ses
to the other. The removal of 67,000,000 cu-
bie yards of malerinl is involved in the con-
struction. Mr. Peary io the paper referred
to, in speaking of this project, says:

“The North Sea-Baltic traffic is veriously
estimated at from 366070 to 40,000 vessels
annually with a registered tonvage of 12,-
240,000 tons, 5,500,000 to 9,000,000 tons which
would use the canal at atoll of 183{ cents
per registered ton,” This is equivalent to
nearly 40 cents per ton of actual cargo, or
quite fully double that amount that even a
private corporation would probably ask
for tolls on the Luke BErie and Ohio Canal if
built by individual enterprise,

Rates That Are Excessive,

There is here a distinct admission that tgll
rates, which would be considered excessive in
this country, are expected to be paid merely
a3 & bonus on time saved, and in a reduec-
tion of insurance charges.

The figures of the interchange of traffie
between the North Seas and the Baltie ap-
pear great, yet after all they are exceeded
by the traffic of our great lakes—more than
40,000 vessels of double the ave cargo
capacity of those engaged in the North Sea
and Baltic anuually pass through the De-
troit river, connecting Lakes Huron and
Erie; so that the commerce of a few of our
Northwestern States vustly exceeds that of
all Northern Garmuii_ Russia, Sweden and
Denmark with the North Sea and the At-
lantic ports.

Americans Are Entitled to Blow.

As Americans we are entitled to “‘blow,”
even harder than we are credited with
doing, for itis a foot that the vastness of
the trade carried upon our *‘great unsalted
seas” is realized by very few of our people,
Pittsburg ean be wade practically as aceess-
1ble to Detrdit, Chicago snd Duluth as Buf-
falo is to-dny. The coal trade of Duluth
doubles every three years, and now receives
as much coal as Cincinnati, but thisis
diverging.

Of projected ship canals in Eaurope there
is the great Birmingham Canal, the New-
castie-on-Tyne Canal, 1rish Canal (crossing
the island), Brussels Canal, Paris-Boulogne
Canal, Baltic-Black Sea Canal, Bruges
Canal, Bluck Sea-Caspian Caval, which,
however, is in Asia, and several others, to
say nothing of those in Indiaana elsewheres.
Space forbids any detailed reference to
them, however, but that this is the era of
great canals all the world over save in our
own country there ean be no doubt,
